STATE OF THE MONEY MARKET. 


Tux returns of the Bank of England show that there was no 
reason for again this week reducing the rate of discount. The 
bullion has but very slightly increased, and the reserve of notes 
haseven decreased. Th2 private securities also, which isthe item 
inthe Bank account most to be attended to at the present moment, 
because they indicate whether the Bank are able at the existing 
tate to employ their money or not, have but very little dimi- 
nished. But at the same time the present probabilities are in 
favour of another speedy reduction. The rate in the open 
market is very much below the Bank rate, and when that is the 
case for any lengthened period, the Bank must lower its rate, 
or its bill-case will be empty, and its money idle. 





THE CRISIS AT BOMBAY. 


Tae panic at Bombay is a simple lesson on a very old text, 
but it is a lesson of such great magnitude that it deserves 
considerable attention. The forces which tend to produce a 
panic, and those which tend to aggravate it, have been on 
this occasion concentrated to a degree almost without example. 

The primary cause of panics is unemployed money—money 
Which people do not know what to do with. If people have 
in their hands capital for which they do not perceive any 
legitimate vent, for which their ordinary chances of invest- 
ment afford no outlet, they immediately hunt out new 
channels. They find what they are used to and understand 
insufficient, and, therefore, they take up what they are not used 
to and do not understand. They catch at the most promising 
of new schemes—at the most alluring of visionary ideas. This 
is always the fate of new money, but it is particularly the fate 
of sudden new money. If the augmentations of wealth, 
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though great, have been gradual, they generally bring with them 
a gradual increase of knowledge, and a gradual increase of 
social wants, Those who earn their money slowly have at 
least time to educate themselves to invest that money. But 
those who come on a sudden into a great fortune, are without 
the ideas, the habits, or the temper of mind fitted for its 
management and adapted for its use. 

At Bombay the access of wealth has been enormous, and 
it has been most sudden. Bombay has been the broker of the 
Indian cotton trade. The cotton was not grown on the island, 
but it was sent from the island. And it was in the nature of 
a trade suddenly created, and in which the principal producer 
is a semi-barbarian, to yield brokerages of abnormal magnitude 
to the civilised broker. The trade being uncertain, the mid- 
dleman needs a margin ; his principal being an illiterate semi- 
barbarian, without forethought, without capital, without a 
knowledge of the market, the middleman can stretch that 
margin almost indefinitely. 

The imports of specie into India have been—

And a most heavy toll upon this has been levied by the mer- 
cantile community at Bombay. 

That community too is very small, and yet mixed. The 
Parsee or native element is considerable, and yet the whole 
society is, in comparison with London ideas, very small. A 
population of emigrant Englishmen, anxious to make money 
quickly and come home soon, and of Asiatics unused 
to the ups and downs of European trade, and ignorant 
of the painful lessons of European experience, had 
the sudden control over a vast sum of uninvested millions. 

The wonder would have been if they had kept sober. No 
similar population has ever resisted such temptations ; a 
far less potent stimulant formerly drove wild the sober Dutch- 
man, and caused the tulip mania; and Lombard street 
has been seduced into inconceivable follies, by comparatively 
a very small influx of new capital seeking for investment, 
and finding none certain, assured, and familiar. That Bombay 
would go mad was foreseen by almost every one, and now we 
see what the results of such madness in such a place are. 

Some months since every species of local share property was 
at a great premium. A whole list of unfamiliar names at- 
tracted the eye. “Back Bays,’ ‘‘Mazagons,” “ Freres,” 
“United Victorias,” “‘Colabas,” almost without limit, and 
forming a study and a branch of investment in themselves, 
One class of investment was particularly favoured. Bombay is 
a small island, and land speculation, whether for buying up 





neglected land, or demolishing the “old fort’’ and other use- 
less political works, or reclaiming land from the sea, or getting 
land in any other plausible or even possible form, rose to 
extravagant values. Bombay was the great seat where this 
shower of new wealth was falling, and any bit of land about it 
would, it was fancied, receive for an unlimited time an un- 
limited supply of that wealth. Every acre about the place 
| was not only to be valuable, but particularly valuable. 

Other companies shared the prosperity. Financial compa- 
nies, banks, shipping companies, were all, if the share list 
were an infallible test of prosperity, as prosperous as is pos- 
sible in this world. Premiums could hardly be greater, every 
thing was rising, and, according to report and tha papers, 
every thing was “ firmly held.”

In England we are far too familiar with the theory of crises 
not to know at once the end of all this, It did not require 
the fall in the value of cotton or the cessation of the American 
war to destroy all these imaginary riches. The fall in cotton 
and the defeat of the South have helped to make the panic 
worse, but nature would have made a panic without them, 
The money would haye come to an end. The game of specu- 
lation is ]ike any other game ; you wish to realise your stakes 
at last. You cannot go on for ever getting money without 
solid production, without painful work ; the passing from hand 
to hand of shares in! paulo post futurum companies, 
companies about to be productive, is in its nature temporary. 
As soon as the real difficulties of true business, the difficulties 
of production, of lending, of distribution, become felt and 
imminent, the imaginary values set on untried adventures 
always fade away. The collapse of a mania is a certain re- 
sult of the nature of a mania. It does not need an external 
force to destroy it, though an external force often helps, but it 
dies of itself by the sudden substitution of the real difficulty 
of making money for the supposed facility of making it. 

At Bombay no kind of “ shares’’—nothing of this new ima- 
ginary unrealised wealth, is now saleable. For the moment 
there is no longer a just distinction between good under- 
takings and bad, all are in much danger of suffering alike. 
“ Woe to the last holder” is the motto of a panic. Any one 
who has shared in the late speculation must for the moment 
be injured. His purchases must be nearly unsaleable, and if 
realised would fetch only some small fraction of what they 
would have yielded some time back, or in the case of solid 
undertakings of their real value. It is only natural that at 
Bombay failures should be many, that local credit should be 
deranged, that most things connected with Bombay should 
elsewhere in the world be eyed with doubt, and considered 
with suspicion. 

It is impossible to predict the exact end of such a mania, 
to foretell what precise quantity of ruin it would cause, to 
specify nicely where safety will begin. But two considerations 
fraught with some comfort may be suggested to relieve the 
despondency which the first view of such a state of facts must 
occasion. First, a great deal of money was made in Bombay. 
Much actual profit had accumulated there. There was a large 
fund which may be lost, but which will stand a good deal 
before it is lost. If you are to gamble, it is better to gamble 
with a full purse than an empty one. Bombay may lose much 
of its new cash, and yet still be richer than Bombay used to be. 
Secondly. It is probable that though the Indian cotton trade 
cannot be the unnaturally profitable trade it has of late been, 
it will still be a profitable trade. The Southern States of 
America must for a considerable period be disorganised ; no one 
knows now what their precise condition twelve months hence 
will be ; the question is new, and there is “‘ no precedent on 
the file,” the problem is unsolved, and its elements incom- 
plete. But it is not likely—it is not possible—that American 
production can for a long time reach its old quantity, and till 
it does so, the India supplement must be needed and must be 
valuable.

We trust that, however keen the opposition of the land. 
owners in the House of Lords may be, it will prove to be the 
opposition of a mere minority. The greatest landowners of 
the country, of whom the House of Lords contains so many,— 
such men as the Duke of Bedford,—certainly have no interest 
in resisting a measure the only danger of which is supposed to | 
be the too great burden thrown upon landed proprietors by} 
the necessity of contributing to the support of their own 
poor, for the greatest landowners of England have already | 
done voluntarily far more for their own labourers than this or | 
any similar measure will compel them to do. The House of 
Lords should follow the lead of such landowners as these, and | 
not give the country reason to think that while enjoying all | 
the privileges of property, they are unwilling to accept its | 
duties and responsibilities. The influence which the House 
of Peers exerts over public opinion, depends in no small degree | 
on the absence of anything like the predominance of class- 
interest in its deliberations. It should differ from the landed | 
interest in the House of Commons, by taking a higher and | 
more public-spirited view of questions which the landowners || 
of the lower House have a fair right to put forward from a| 
class-interest point of view.

We can imagine no sound claim upon the support of the 
House of Lords which the Union Chargeability Bill cannot! 
show. It is not an ill-considered measure. For it has long’ 
been discussed, long had the assent of the most impartial and| 
diligent Committees, and been delayed for at least ten years | 
after the minds of all able men had been made up that it would | 
be valuable and needful, It is not a sudden or revolutionary 
measure, for the legislation of many years has been leading 
up to it step by step. It is not a class measure, for it is one| 
originally proposed and supported by county members, though | 
it has been so savagely denounced by county members in the 
House of Commons as if it were some sudden invasion of | 
their rights. It will do more than any measure passed for| 
years to increase the comfort and respectability of the agri-| 
cultural labourers, whose welfare should not be indifferent 
to the House of Lords. That cottage building has not 
extended with the extending wants of the population, and | 
that this is due to the fear of poor rates by landed proprie- 
tors, even Mr Henley, with ali his prejudices, admits. That); 
cottages have been freely pulled down in close parishes, es! 
pressly in ordex to diminish poor rates and throw the poor | 
on neighbouring parishes, other country gentlemen more | 
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senilid than Mr Henley admit. It is only too obvious how 
this system degrades the class of agricultural labourers when 
it orowds them together in hovels unworthy to contain human 
peings at all. If it does not have this effect when it banishes 
them to the nearest town or open parish, it destroys, instead, 
the value of their labour by exhausting them in the long walks 
4o and fro. The present system, therefore, corrupts the life 
of the labourers whom it does not exhaust, and exhausts the 
energies of those whom it does not corrupt. Se 
But it isnot only on the agricultural labourers, it is quite 
gs much on the farmers themselves, that this system 
tes so injuriously. The object of the farmers is of course 
{| 9 diminish the rates as much as possible, and every labourer 
jn the parish who is not employed comes upon the rates. But 
}| the class of labourers who are most liable to be unemployed 
are-the lazy and drunken class, whose services are worth little 
ornothing. The effect of this system is, therefore, that the 
r rates, as at present levied, act as an inducement to the 
farmer to employ worthless men, who would not otherwise 
have any chance of employment at all. In other words, we 
may call the poor rates as at present levied a differential duty 
1} Jevied in favour of idleness and heiplessness against industry 
and efficiency. In order to avoid spending many pounds on 
r rates with no return for them, the farmers. spend their 
pounds on labourers who would otherwise be and deserve to be 
thrown out of employment, for the sake of the return (inef- 
ficient though it be) which their labour gives to such expendi- 
diture. Of course, this would be very different if the area of 
chargeability were the Union instead of the parish. The farmer 
would no longer feel it worth while to employ an inefficient 
labourer for the sake of the very small fraction of the Union 
rate which would fall on him personally. To show how 
tly the motive for this bad practice would be reduced, it 
is stated that in a particular parish the yearly payment 
uired now from the parish for two paupers is 13/ annually, 
but that the same parish would only contribute 5s 4d for them 
if they were on the common fund of the Union. The industrious 
labourer'would therefore get the natural advantage-of his in- 
dustry in the competition, and both the farmer and the 
labourer would reap the benefit. If these are not considera- 
tions to overbalance at once the petty considerations of. self- 
interest on the part of such landowners as the House of Peers 
contains, we scarcely know what would. ° 
But it will be said that the Unions will spend more lavishly 
than the parishes, for the very reason that the personal inci- 
denee of the rate will be less heavily felt. As Mr Villiers 
\\showed on the second reading of the Bill, no argument ad- 
vanced in the whole discussion has less weight. The manage- 
ment of the guardians is probably more intelligent than that 
of the parish overseers ; at all events, whatever may be the 
reason of it, experience shows that the paupers in large 
}| Unions are fewer in proportion to the population than those in 
small parishes or Unions. In Paddington, Islington, and Mary- 
|lebone for instance, “‘ both the expenditure and the amount of 
“pauperism are found to be less than in the Oity of 
“London, where the parochial divisions are sonumerous.” In 
the only instance in which the parishes have availed themselves 
jjunanimously of the permission to unite their expenditure and 
income in a Union—the Docking Union—the experiment: has 
been found to be economical.

same that it did immediately after the accession of Count 
von Bismarck to power, and still more nearly the same as it 
was before the Danish war. What the Prussian Prime Minister 
gained in influence by that war he has lost since it was con- 
cluded ; and now the inevitable split either between the King 
and Constitution on the one hand, or between the King and 
Herr von Bismarck on the other, seems just as near, but also, 
at first sight, just as far, as it seemed two years ago. 
We see a Liberal party longing for extended influence 
in Germany, passionately desiring new territory, new power, 
an efficient fleet, and a powerful national army,—yet deny- 
ing itself all these satisfactions, struggling for a reduction of 
the army, declining altogether to build a fleet, thwarting the 
Government in its attempt to absorb Schleswig-Holstein, con 

gratulating itself on the checks given by Austria to the foreign 
policy which of all others they most desire to carry out,— 
all because they dare not and will not trust the King’s present 
Minister to carry out any of their policies, because they do 
not wish to see Prussia aggrandised through the instrumen- 
tality of a Minister they fear and hate, because they do wish 
to owe her aggrandisement exclusively to the party advo- 
cating popular rights. Such self-denial as this deserves suc- 
cess, and must, if supported by the constituencies, lead to it 
eventually, either directly or by the route of a coup.d’etat. And 
in one way undoubtedly the popular party have gained by the 
Danish war. But forthat war,wescarcely see any reason why the 
‘present split between the King and his Parliament should not 
have gone on for ever without any further inroad ‘on the Consti- 
tution. With that important provision made by the Constitution 
for continuing the taxes of the previous year without any 
fresh vote in case the Parliament cannot agree to a new 
Budget, a Government as honestly economical as the Prussian, 
both of money and power, might have kept on for an indefi- 
nite period demanding new contributions which it could not 
get, and raising the old taxes in place thereof. Fortunately; 
however, for the popular party, the war seems to have made 
more inroad on the exchequer than was at first believed, 
and there seems to be real want of more money in 
some form or other. The House of Depaties has made 
the discovery that the Minister is really near the end 
of his resources. It seems that he has already 
been driven to “cook” his accounts. Our readers are 
aware that he intended to get a large part of his war expen- 
diture out of Schleswig-Holstein, which he professed to have 
“ liberated.” He has been driven, however—so say the 
Committee on the Budget—to throw into these demands on 
the Duchies large items of military expenditure which were 
in no way due to the war “on behalf of ” Schleswig-Holstein, 
and which must have been expended whether that had broken 
out or not. In other words, he proposes to levy a subsidy from 
Schleswig-Holstein in order to escape the difficulty of coming 
to his own refractory Parliament for money which they are 
sure to refuse. The same Committee also assert that the 
account of the Prussian war expenditure suppresses some 
items altogether which Prussia is bound in honour to pay, 
but which she thinks she can avoid paying,—for example, the 
debts contracted in the Duchies for provender, and paid for 
with promissory notes. So that the unfortunate Duchies are 
it appears to suffer doubly from their deliverer—to pay him a 
large portion of his national outlay on his army, and to lose 
payment for promissory notes taken in exchange for value 
given. If Prussia “delivers” German States after this 
fashion, German States will be in no hurry to be delivered. 

















































































These discoveries have afforded the Prussian deputies good 
ground for the reply just made in their name to the demand 
of the ministry for a naval fund, and refused by the depu- 
ties. They say simply that they do not believe the Govern- 
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felt by it. Much as it wished to have a navy, said Herr Virchow, 
the House felt no confidence that to contribute the loan 
demanded, would tend to its having one. Of course, the 
Minister replied that the Liberals had ceased to care for a 
navy, and then Herr von Virchow rejoined that if Von Bismark 
thought so, he had either not taken the trouble to read the 
Committee's report, or having read it, had stated ‘“ the reverse 
“ of the truth.” This, though it left an alternative open, 
was near enough to giving the lie to the Minister, to give 
Von Bismark, who is arrogant and hot-headed as well as 
able, a pretext for a quarrel. Indeed he seems to be losing his 
temper more and more completely as he is closer and closer 
pressed to choose between a coup d'etat to which he cannot 
drive the King, and a policy of concession to which he cannot 
drive himself. ‘There was no real pretence for his charge that 
the Prussian deputies were indifferent to the navy, and every- 
thing to disprove it; and after it had once been made, we do 
not see what answer to it could have been given better than 
Herr von Vichow’s polite dilemma. The Minister, however, 
chose to challenge the deputy to a duel, which seems to be 
still pending. We need not say that the Lower House will 
do very wrong if they allow any of their own members to 
give or accept such challenges. 

The quarrel is politically interesting only as one 
among many indications that the time is really aapproach- 
ing when the pecuniary resources of the Government 
wili be exhausted, and the King must either consent to 
accept the dictation of the Lower House, or to break his 
oath to the Constitution. Nothing probably will be gained 
by a mere dissolution. As far as we can read the signs of 
the times in Prussia, the desire for popular Go- 
vernment is, though not passionate, so great and persistent, 
that it will triumph over all the impatience for the extension 
of territory, for the possession of a navy, and for the pre- 
dominance of Prussia in Germany. If this should prove to be 
so, if the Prussians can really be patient enough to deny 
themselves a political struggle with Austria and the growth of 
external political power in order to secure it internally, we do not 
think their success can be long delayed,—unless indeed the 
King is prepared to violate his faith like his predecessors, and 
rule by the army alone. Even that could not last very long, 
and every day that it did last would be preparing a greater 
ultimate triumph for the popular party. 


THE OWL AND MR COBDEN’S FAMILY. 
A paRaGRAPH extracted from the Owl is now going the 
round of the English press, which deserves a word of com- 
ment and reprobation. It is a distinct transgression of the 
great rule which English journalists have for years so honour- 
ably maintained, that the private affairs of public men are 
not within the expedient limit of public comment. The pre- 
cise line at which public men become private individuals is 
not of course defined—-is, indeed, like the line between badi- 
nage and insolence, indefinable ; but it exists, and the Owl 
in its remarks upon the offer of a pension to Mrs Cobden 
has visibly transgressed it. The transgression would not 
matter much, but, unfortunately, that impudent little paper, 
by dint of an exclusive tone, an air of mystery, and the pub- 
lication of useless little bits of *‘ information’ about appoint- 
ments and betrothals—information often erroneous, but easily 
obtained by eavesdropping in great houses, and very dear to the 
uninformed mind—has acquired an authority which induces 
all provincial papers to republish its silly chatter, and which 
only a fortnight since made a baseless invention about some 
American demands a subject of serious Parliamentary in- 
quiry. The malignant little paragraph to which we refer 
will, therefore, be seen by haif the newspaper readers in 
the kingdom and believed in spite of evidence by 
half those who see it, and cause an amount of pain as annoy- 
ing to the sufferers as pleasant to those who have gratuitously 
Lord Palmerston, who two years ago told Mr 
Cobden to stick to commerce and not presume to understand 
politics, has it appears thought fit to offer to Mr Cobden’s 
widow a pension of 1,500/ a year, in acknowledgment of his 
great services to the country.

RESOLUTIONS RESPECTING THE DRAWBACK oN 
SUGAR. 


Tue object of the resolutions given underneath, and of the 
Bill which is to carry them out, is very simple. It is of great 
importance that the drawback on sugar should be rightly ad. 
justed, not only by England, but by ail nations, and our Go- 
vernment has been in communication with the principal | 
Powers on the Continent for that purpose. The drawback to be | 
allowed, on export, depends on the duty paid on im. 
port, and if sugar was an article of an ordinary description, 
there would be difficulty in so settling it. But sugar is not an 
ordinary article. As we have so often had occasion to explain 
it is an article in a great many stages of extraction, a great 
many stages of manufacture. Some sugar is in a complete 
state of refinement, or, as to get rid of all the trade words, we 
should like to say of extraction, and some in an incomplete 
state. And, therefore, itis not easy to say what duty any | 
particular sugar paid at entrance, or what duty it ought to 
pay at exit. 


Under a uniform duty, charging the same duty on all 
sugars imported, there could only be one drawback, | 
and it is impossible that that one could be satis 
factory. The duty is charged per lb, and a very refined sugar 
—an essence from which all the dross has been separated— 
would then receive only a little drawback, whereas the raw | 
sugar from which it was elicited would have paid a large duty. | 
A sugar of which the bulk had been somewhat diminished, but | 
not so much diminished, would receive a greater drawback, but 
still one not equivaient to the duty paid. A uniform duty and 
a uniform drawback inevitably operate as a discouragement to 
refining in this country, because they give most to the 
heaviest sugar which is sent away, and the heaviest is the 
least refined. 





The true principle is to charge duty, as near as you can, on | 
the extractible sugar contained in a particular sample, and to 
allow drawback also as nearly as you can on the extractible 
sugar. It is evident that if a general arrangement among 
nations can be brought about for this purpose, it would be in 
If a nation gives a drawback 
on refined sugar higher than the duty it charges on raw sugar, 
it gives a bounty on refining within its limits: if, on the 
contrary, it only allows a drawback on refined sugar less than 
the tax, it discourages refining within those limits. The 
only sound system is that which approximates as nearly as 
possible to the system of free trade—to the system which | 
gives no bounty on production anywhere, and imposes n0 
penalty on production anywhere—which is as near as may be |! 
that which would exist if Government cost nothing and there | 
were no duties at all.

The return of the Bank of France must again be considered un- 
favourable. The metallic reserve has risen to the large sum of 
493,900, 000f, being an inerease of 3,100,000f compared with last 
week, and the discounts are only 491,900,000f—an increase of 
5,900,000F. ‘The notes in circulation have declined 14,200,000f 
and the deposits 3,400,000f, a 
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The Bourse has been much agitated by the failure of a well- 
known speculatur, M. Werner, to meet his engagements, and by 
his consequent “ execution.” He operated, it appears, for a fall in 
Italian stock and Credit Mobilier shares, and for a rise in Lyons 
and Mediterrarean shares, and was disappointed in both respects. 
His deficiency is estimated at from 5,000,000f to 7,000,000f, 
and five or six stock-brokers who acted for him are believed to 
be hit severely:—a German banking firm, which was mixed up 
in his transactions, bas also got into difficulties through him. His 
transactions in t.yons and Mediterranean were excessively great, 
and the failure of them has left floating a considerable number of 
shares. ‘There has accordingly been a serious fall in that security, 
and the expectation is that the price of it will be affected for 
some time time tocome. Apart from this affair, the market has 
remained in the state in which it has been for so many weeks— 
that is, full of distrust. The following are the quotations—that of

M. Thiers has delivered in the Corps Legislatif his great an- 
nual speech on the finances. It is certainly a striking exposure of 
the financial situation, and it has produced a profound impression 
on the country ; but practically it is of no value, for it suggests 
no plan by which the situation can be made better. It is even 
marked with a certain degree of injustice, inasmuch as it seems to 
throw on the Minister of Finance the responsibility of a state of 
things which is the direct and inevitable consequence of the 
Cesarism France has seen fit to adopt, or at least to tolerate, as 
her form of Government. The Budget of France was formerly, 
said M. Thiers, about 1,500,000,000f (60,000,000/), all expenses, 
ordinary and extraordinary, foreseen and unforeseen. duly counted ; 
and now it is from 2,200,000,000f to 2,300,000,000f (88,000,000/ 
to 92,000,000/). And the reason is, that the Government, not 
allowing the French people any part in the management of their 
own political affairs, is obliged to occupy their intellectual activity 
by wars abroad, which are costly things, and by great undertak- 
ings at home, which are not lessso. M.Thiers next presented some 
severe and telling criticism on the numerous divisions of the 
budget, which the present Minister of Finance makes; namely :— 
Ordinary budget, ¢xtraordinary budget, corrected budget, special 
(or departmental) budget, and definitive budget :—and he affirmed 
that this is only dove in order not to alarm the public by present- 
ing the “total of the whole” in one lump. Herein, no doubt, he 
was right ; but M. Fould’s expedient merits some little indulgence, 
seeing that it is always well to gild pills which are large and bitter. 
M. Thiers not only objected to the multifarious divisions of the 
budget, bat he maintained that various expenses, such as those for 
stocking arsenals improving forts, completing roads, &c., which mani- 
festly belong to the ordinary budget, are put down in the extraordi- 
nary one; but he forgot that if that were not done, the ordinary 
budget would appear very large, and that consequently the object for 
which the division is made would not be attained. He also main- 
tained that items which are put down in the corrected budget 
really belong to the extraordinary one: for example, the expenses 
of the occupation of Rome and of the expeditioa to Mexico 
figure in the corrected budget of 1865, though it was perfectly 
easy to foresee them when the extraordinary budget of that year 
was presented. But here again he does not show due considera- 
tion for the necessity under which the Minister is placed of 
‘*‘ making things pleasant” by presenting in the first instance as 
moderate a budget as possible. Though complaining of the 
large expenditure of the Government, M. ‘niers declared 
that it is not possible to reduce the army, albeit it is 
nearly double what it was forty years ago. ‘The evacuation 
of Mexico would, he said, enable a large saving to be made; 
but he expressed the opinion that the Government would not con- 
sent to any such measure. As to the slackening of public works, 
which is also recommended as a means of economy, he entertained 
only faint hopes of seeing it. Thus, on the whole, he comes to 
the conclusion that, vast as the outlay is, it is not likely to be 
diminished. As to the receipts, he showed that they are constantly 
below the expenses, and for 1865 he calculated the deficit at 
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182,000,000£ To make up this sum, the Minister of Finance, he 
said, proposed to suspend the operations of the sinking fund, 
whereby he would get 127,000,000f ; to take 18,000,000f the amount 
of an anticipated increase in the receipts ; 27,400,000f from Mexico, 
—and various small items from other sources. M. Thiers, however, 
condemned very decidedly any meddling with the sinking fund, 
as a violation of good faith to the public creditors; he expressed 
gave doubts that the improvement in the revenue would be 
realised; and he maintained that Mexico could not pay the sum 

ut down. He concluded an effective and brilliant speech, of which 
it is impossible to give a fair idea in a few lines of analysis, by the 
startling declaration that if France persists io her financial policy, 
she will either arrive at bankruptey, or be compelled to adopt 
‘“deplorable and detestable imposts”—such as the income tax— 
which will impoverish the country and produce division among 
citizens. 

After representing the position of the finances to be so lament- 
able, it was to be expected that M. Thiers would tell how it could 
be avoided. But, as I have said, he proposed nothing. He 
stated, to be sure, that the reduction of the army, the withdrawal 
of the troops from Mexico, the slackening of public works, and 
the revival of the sinking fund, were remedies; but he at the 
same time declared that those measures could not, or would not, 
be adopted ; and of course the presentation of impracticable or 
unacceptable schemes is equivalent to presenting none at all. 
M. Thiers’ omission to throw light on this important point has 
surprised the public. Equally surprised are they that he should 
have pronounced against a reduction of the army, which is cer- 
tainly desirable, and cou!d certainly be effected without danger ; 
that he should have condemned an income tax, which the example 
of Peel in England and of Wilson in India proves to be an ad- 
mirable instrument in embarrassed situations ,and even as a 
permament branch of income ; and that he should have repeated 
the stale arguments about the sinking fund. 

In a second speech, the honourable gentleman, in order to pre- 
sent the situation of affairs as concisely and as strikingly as pos- 
sible, said that in 1863 the total budget was 2,292,000,000f, in 
1864 more than 2,160,000,000f, and in 1865 will be 2,200,000,000f ; 
and that the veriteble receipts,—that is, those coming from taxes,— 
were in each of those years only from 1,930,000,0000/ to 
1,940,000,000f. The diflerence, he said, has to be made up by 
manipulation of the resources of the sinking fund, or by “‘ equi- 
vocal resources, which frequently are only loins in disguise.” M. 
Vuitry, in the name of the Government, replied to M. Thiers: he 
displayed great talent, but of course failed to prove that the situa- 
tion of the finances is satisfactory. He, however, showed that 
they are improving, and that is somethirg. 

The Corps Legislatif yesterday rejected a demand for 6,000,000f 
made by the Government for the erection of a new General Post 
Office. This vote has created considerable sensation, the Legisla- 
ture having scarcely ever before refused applications for money, 
however unreasonable they might be. Hopes are entertained that 
it will henceforth execute more rigidly its duty of guardian of the 
public purse. 

The Emperor's visit to Algeria will not be sterile in a com- 
mercis] point of view. A convention has been concluded between 
the Government and M. Fremy, Governor of the Credit Foncier, 
and M. Paulin Talabot, Director-General of the Mediterranean 
Railway, acting for other persons as well as for themselves, by 
which they undertake to form in three months a company with a 
capital of 10C,000,000f, in 200,000 shares, for “‘ procuring capital 
and granting credits for all industrial, agricultural, and commercial 
operations in Algeria, and to undertake such operations itself.’ 
The company is to place at the disposition of the Government 
100,000,000f in instalments, payable in the course of six years, to 
be employed in makivg roads, ports, railways, canals, irrigations, 
&c.; the said sum to be reduced to 62,000,000f if, in the course 
of three years, the Government should think fit. 5} per cent. is 
to be paid by the Government as interest and sinking fund of the 
debt, which is to be paid off in fifty years ; and the company is to 
have 100,000 hectares of land at a rent of 1f the hectare, and all 
the mines it may discover in the course of ten years. The com- 
pany is to issue debentures. 

Some eminent capitalists of Paris sent representatives to Madrid 
to make biddings for the new Spanish loan. ‘his fact will not 
fail to be noted by:the Spanish bondholders in England: it proves 
that the French have ceased to think that the non-fulfilment by 
Spain of her past engagements is a reason for refusing to enter 
into new ones with her. 

The Agra and Masterman’s Bank has already commenced busi- 
ness in its Paris branch, It allows interest on deposits, As 
bankiug on the Koglish joint stock plan seems on the eve of 
taking considerable extension in this country, it is expected that 
other English banks will establish branches here. 

Among the many publications to which the Bank question has 
given rise, a Memoire, entitled Enquete sur la Circulation Mone- 
taire et Fiduciaire, by Monsieur A. Boutarel, is exactiog attention. 
M. A, Boutarel is of opinion that the Bank of France ought to con- 

tinue to enjoy its monopoly of the issue of notes, but subject to 
the condition that, as its statutes of 1808 decided, it shall be 
nothing more ttan a bank of discount, and that consequently it 
shall cease to make advances on deposits of Government stock, 
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railway shares and bonds, bonds of the City of Paris ang 
Credit Foncier, also on deposits of bulllon, and finally shall 

to lend to the Government. If this were done the Bank, oe 
would constantly be able to discount bills at » moderate rate, oad 
would thereby render an immense service to commerce, Ip 
support of his position M. Boutarel co: the Beak 
returns as they now stand with what they would be under. 
his system; and the figures are certainly concise, The ; 

of preventing the Bank from making advances on deposits 
of securities is, however, by no means new. It was 
at one time, I believe, seriously entertained by the G 
and M. Isaac Pereire in his pamphlet speaks ia favour it, And 
that there is much to be said in support of itina : 
pvint of view, there can be no question. But that sucha 

if carried into effect, would influence the rate of interest, ia not 
easy to perceive. Whether notes be given for bills op for 
securities, they must be paid on presentation ; and whens great 
demand for the precious metals arises, they would flock in just 
fast in one case as in the other—and in one case as the other 
Bank would be under the necessity of defending its titl by 
only efficacious method of doing so yet discovered,—whioh is the 
raising of the discount. 

It was stated some time back, that the Bank of Franoe, in order 
to enlighten the public on the grave questions relative to 
currency, and commercial crises, had published a translation of 
portions of the evidence given before Committees of the House of 
Commons on those matters. Within the last few days, the Bank 
has issued a translation of the testimony of the principal wit. 
nesses before the Committee of the House of Lords cn the Com. 
mercial Crisis of 1847. The publication, like the first one, is made 
under the direction of M. Coullet and‘M, Juglar. 

The Messageries Imperiales Company (Services Maritimes) has 
held its annual meeting. The directors presented a report on the 
operations of 1864, which afforded great satisfaction to the share- 
holders. It stated that on the 31st December last the Company 
possessed 17 steamers of 17,530 horse-power, an. increase. of 6 
vessels and 1,660 horse-power compared with the conreepantiog 
date of the year preceding. The traffic on the Black and 
Mediterranean lines, compared with 1863, had increased by more 
than 81 per cent. in passengers, and more than 16} in goods; on 
the Brazil and La Plata lines, 5} per cent. in goode; on the lines 
of the Indian and Chinese Seas, more than 26% in goods, 18 in 
passengers, 62 in specie. ‘The total receipts were 44,528, 284¢ 50c, 
and the expenses 32,294,959f 75c, leaving a balance of 
12,233,324f 60c. Out of this balance, 5,094,019f 58c were set 
apart for assurances, sinking fund, and depreciation in vessels 
and stores ; 742,893f were absorbed by the interest on bonds; and 
so there remained 6,396,411f to be disposed. On the iti 
of the directors, the meeting decided that 319,820f 50c of the 
sum should be added to the reserve fuad, 6,050,000f to be distri- 
buted as a dividend of 55f per share, and 26,591f 23c be carried 
forward. Of the 55f, 20f have already been paid on account. 

The Societe de I’Eclairage au Gaz et des Hauts-Fourneaux et 
Fonderies de Marseilles, et des Mines des Portes et Senechas, has 
declared a dividend of 26f for 1864, The profits exeeeded those 
of 1863 by 198,152£ 

The shareholders of the Colonial Credit Foncier have held their 
annuul meeting. The report stated that in 1864 there was a great 
increase of business compared with the preceding two years. The 
total demands for loans in the three colonies of La Reunion, Guar 
daloupe, aud Martinique were 23,116, 326f, and of the-e 16,699,175f 
were recommended by the Colonial Commissions after an examinar 
tion into the security offered, and 9,046,575{ were definitively 
accorded by the direetors at Paris. The Council General of La: 
Reunion has consented to increase its guarantee to 500,000fia the 
event of the company working loans to the amount of 20,000,000f: 
in the colony. ‘The profits of 1864, after deducting 56,520f for 
the reserve fand, were 169,562f, and they were sufficient to allow 
a dividend of 7f per share to be declared, leaving a small sum to 
be carried forward. These 7f added to 6f 25c already paid as 
interest, make the revenue per share rather more than 10} per 
cent. on the paid up-capital. ; 

The Company of the Ligne d’Italie par le Simplon Railways 
solicits subscriptions for 60,000 bonds at 400°, bearing 15f interest 
per annum, and to be paid off at 500f in thirty years by annual 
drawings. 

The Madrid, Saragossa, and Alicant Railway bas declezeds 
dividend of 30f per share for 1864. As the traffic was less then 
in preceding years, it was necessary to take a sum from the re- 
serve to make up the 30f.

According to recent New York advices the American shipowners and 
ilders, now that the demand of the Government for steamers has 
ceased, are disposed to turn their attention to the formation of new mail 
and passenger lines. Among the most prominent of those for which the 
arrangements have been completed are the New York and Brazilian line, 
the North American and Italian line, the American and Mexican line, 
and the Havre line. For the Brazilian line the first vessel—a side - 
Wheel steamer of 1,000 tons, named the Favorita—has been completed, 
and others are soon to follow. The North American and Italian line has 
been established under a special grant from the Italian Government, 
which guarantees 4 per cent. per annum upon a capital of 800,000/ 
is company endeavoured to purchase the Arago and Fulton, hitherto 

in the Havre trade, but have now resolved to build new vessels, and still 
hope to open the line during the summer. Their route is to be between 
New York and Genoa, touching at Cadiz and Madeira. For the Ameri- 
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can and Mexican Mail Steam Company the ships are nearly complete. 
They are to run between New York and Vera Cruz, and the first—the 
Manhattan, of 1,420 tons, isto commence on the 15th of the present 
month, to be followed by the Vera Cruz. With regard to the Havre 
trade, it appears that the New York Mail Steamship Company will de- 
spatch the steamer Guiding Star on the 24th inst., and will continue to 
build and add other vessels if the line shall receive support.

In reference to the state of the money market at Bombay, Messrs 
Clason and Co., writing on the 13th ult., observe :—The fortnight we 
have just passed will long remain in the memory of Bombay as a period 
of the greatest depression and distrust ever witnessed here, Considering 
the present state of our market, these are grave symptoms, and the ad- 
dition of any disastrous unforeseen event would be enough to bring 
down a general crisis. Several meetings were held for the purpose of 
devising some expedient for the restoration of confidence, but, no 
plausible result having been arrived at, they have only tended to make 
matters worse. The principal cause of our present situation is the 
crazy speculation in shares which possessed bay during the past 
year. The settlement term for time bargains falls: in the month of 
July. The banks continue to reduce their engagements, and are exces- 
sively severe in their choice; they refuse to buy documentary bills 
against cotton shipments, however small the advance demanded. Shares 
have been entirely unsaleable, and have experienced a heavy decline ; 
during the last two days, however, a pretty sharp reaction took place, 
and if this improvement can be maintained, it would serve as a relief to 
some of the apprehensions for the future. Accerding to telegraphic 
news from Bombay to June 4, the banks were advancing only 7/ per 
bale on documentary bills against cotton shipments.

The quotation of gold at Paris is about 1} per mille premium, and 
the short exchange on London is 25.20 per 1/ sterling. On comparing 
these rates with the English Mint price of 3/ 17s 104d per ounce 
for standard gold, it appears that gold is at about the same price 
in London and Paris. 

The course of exchange at New York on London for bills at 60 ‘days’ 
sight, is about 110 per cent. in gold. At this rate there is a small profit 
on the importation of gold from the United States.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

The trade for wheat—both English and foreign—at Mark Jane, 
to-day, was in a most inactive state. The fineness of the weather, 
and the favourable accounts at hand respecting the crops, induced 
millers to operate very cautiously, and, in some instances, prices 
were rather lower than on Monday. Barley and oats moved off 
slowly, at late rates , but the trade for beans and peas—owing to 
the limited supply on the stands—was firm. Flour was in mode- 
rate request, at previous quotations. This week’s imports amount 
to 23,810 quarters of wheat; 710 barley; 24,020 oats; and 90 
sacks of flour. 

Both at Liverpool and Wakefield, this morning, the corn trade 
generally ruled inactive. Prices were without material change ; 
but their tendency was decidedly in favour of buyers. 


Influenced by the news, per Asia, of the rumoured discovery of 
large quantities of cotton in the States, and also that cotton in 
New York had fallen 10 per cent., the Liverpool cotton market 
opened with a quieter feeling this week, but the later American 
advices showing that at New York no further decline had taken 
place, the market rapidly recovered its tone, and since Tuesday a 
good business has been done, both the trade and exporters buying 
freely. To-day the maket is very firm, and closes with an upward 
tendency in prices.

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‘Owing to the searcity of good cotton, a slight advance took 
in the value of selected produce at Bombay during the 
Portes t ending May 13. Medium and inferior qualities com- 
manded but little attention, and the total amount of business trans- 
mcted wasemall. Dhollereh sold at from 250 to 265 rupees, and 
awginned Dharwar at 270 to 285 rupees per candy. The an- 
mmexed tables, showing the prices current at latest postal date, as 
well as the exports from January 1 to May 12, are trom Messrs 
Nico! and Co.’s circular. It wili be observed that the quotation 
for Dhollerah is 270 rupees per candy, being 5 rupees higher than

A telegram from Bombay, dated June 4, states that Dhollerah 
eotton was quoted at 83d to 9d; Broach, 7d and Oowmrawattee, 
734 per Ib. Freights were dull, at 17s:6d to 30s per ton. 

Thecotton tradeat Calcutta, for the fortnight ending May 5, ruled 
heavy, on easier terms. The exports, from Dec. 1 to March 31, 
had been 219,858 maunds; against 304,826 maunds in 1863-4; 
and 228,508 maunds in 1862-3. 

Advices from Alexandria are to May 30. At that date, the 
eotton trade was firm, at rising prices. Fair open-ginned was 
quoted at 14}d; fully fair Citto, 144d; good fair ditto, 153d 
per lb, free on board. The demand for produce, however, was by 
no means active. According to the Egyptian Commercial and 
Trading Company’s circular, the arrivals of cotton, from May 13 to 
May 17, were 8,358, and the sales, 16,887 bales. 

Trade in Manchester goods at Bombay during the month end- 
ing April 13 was in a greatly unsettled state, in consequence of 
the vailing derangement of the money and share markets. 
The business transacted was very limited, and at reduced rates, 
both as regards yarn and cloth. The following prices of grey

Trade in the Mincing lane markets during the present week has 
been decidedly quiet.

The market for cotton goods at New York during the week 
ending May 27 was decidedly quiet. The raw material—owing 
to the probability of increasing supplies from the Southern States 
—had somewhat declined in value; but the removal of all restric- 
tions to trade, as far as the States East of the Mississippi were 
concerned, by President Johnson, and the consequent anticipated 
improvement in the demand for goods at Southern por's and cities, 
had given firmness to the prices of the manufactured article, and, 
in most instances, the rates current in the previous week had been 
maintained. The scarcity and high price of labour had also enabled 
manufacturers and holders to demand full quotations for all de- 
scriptions of manufactured goods. The supply of foreign cotton, 
woollen and silk goods on sale was limited, and business was done 
in them at very full prices. Silk goods were especially in request, 
at high rates. As regards imported grocery produce, the traps- 
actions were, for the most part, of a hand to mouth character, tea, 
sugar, coffee, and most other articles being in limited consump- 
tive request at about previous quotations. Financially, the leading 
feature was a somewhat excited market for gold: in the ear!y 
part of the week the quotation advanced from 130} to 1384; but it 
subsequently declined to 136 per cent., which was the closing price.

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are compelled to advance

RocupaLE.—The market has had very much of a holiday ap- 
pearance, but the tone of trade generally is undoubtedly improved. 

LEIcesTER.—There has been about an average amount of busi- 
ness doing in the lace trade, the annual holidays having inter- 
rupted the regular business of the season. The workpeople con- 
tinue well employed. 

Norrincuam.—Silk mechlins are s'ill selling tolerably well. 
Black laces for trimmings are also in fair request. The cotton 
lace branch continues dull. 

Carpirr.—Complaints are still made that orders ere coming in 
slowly for steam coal, and some of the principal merchants declare 
that such continued dulness has not been experienced for several 

ears. 
" Suerrietp.—Some of the principal American houses are busy 
preparing covsignments of cutlery and other goods. The revival 
ae yet extended to steel, the orders for which are still very 
small. 

Wotvernampton.—The check in the demand for iron for the 
East Indies is partially compensated by a better demand for the 
continent, especially for Germany and Prussia, the orders being 
sent so as to secure the advantage of the new tariff under the com- 
mercial treaty with the Zollrerein. 

BirminGuaM.— There has been scarcely any perceptible change 
in the state of trade here for several weeks ; reports of quietude 
are general, the orders on account of the home trade being mode- 
rate, the country shopkeepers evincing a strong disinclination to 
buy more goods than is just sufficient to meet the current demand 
for hard wares. ; 

NeEwcAsTLE-oNn-Tyne.—Trade has recovered from: the slight 
slackness it eahibited a few weeks ago, and it is now steady and 
progressive in all its branches. The coal trade continues active. 
The shipment of chemicals has been very large, and prices are a8 
follows ;—Best alkali, 23d; second, 2d; crystals of soda, 4/ 5s; 
bleaching powder, 9/ 10s; bicarbonate of soda, 11/ per ton ; caustic 
soda, 34d. The iron trade in the Cleveland district is stronger.

LONDON MARKETS. 


STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK, 
Marx Layg, Farivar Evexrne. 

Notwithstanding that the arrivals of English wheat, coastwize 
and by land-carriage, have been on a very moderate scale, the de- 
mand for all kinds has ruled inactive, at previous quotations, at 
which, however, fair clearances of the stands have been effected. 
The imports of foreign wheat have been moderate. Fine dry 
samples have moved off slowly, but at full currencies. Inferior 
kinds have ruled heavy, on former ‘terms. The quantities of 
barley, both English and foreign, brought forward have not in- 
creased ; yet the trade has ruled inactive, at about stationary 
prices. Malt has come steadily to hand, and sales have progressed 
slowly, at late rates. Good sound oats have maintained their pre- 
vious value, but damp parcels have been very dull. The few 
beans and peas on show have moved off heavily, but at full quota- 
tions. 


The accounts from all parts of the country in reference to the 
appearance of the growing crops, are very favourable. In some 
of our forward counties, wheat is in fuli ear—in some in bloom. 
Barley, oats, beans, and peas are luoking r markably well, and an 
early harvest is generally anticipated. 

The country markets have been inactive for nearly all kinds of 
produce. In prices, however, very little change has taken place. 

Throughout the Continent, the fluctuations in the value of pro- 
duce have been very moderate. The demand on English account 
has not improved. Advices from New York bring steady curren- 
cies for both wheat and flour. 

_ In Scotland, wheat has commanded full prices, with a moderate 
inquiry. All spring corn has ruled inactive on former terms. 

The Irish market has been scantily supplied with produce, and 
the trade, generally, has been somewhat heavy at about stationary 
Prices, 

Although the supply of English wheat on sale at Mark lane to- 
day was small, the trade, owing to the fin-uess of the weather, 
Was in a sluggish state, at barely Monday's prices. Foreign wheat 
changed hands to a limited extent at previous quotations, Barley 
was in limited supply, but slow reques', at late rates. The oat 
trade, on the whole, ruled steady at full prices. For beans and 
peas, the trade was firm, at quite previous quotations. Flour 
moved off eteadily at former prices. 

Mr George Dornbusch reports the arrival off coast of 37 cargoes 
of grain, principally wheat. The business doing in cargoes atloat 
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and to arrive has been only moderate. In prices, however, the 
fluctuations have becn trfling. Cotton-seed, arrived, has produced 
61 16s per ton.

Trarric Rerurns.—The traffic receipts of railways in the Unitea 
Kingdom amounted, for the week ending the 27th of May, on 11,946 
miles, to 661,570/, and for the corresponding week of last year, on 11,591 
miles, to 640,510/, showing an increase of 355 miles, and a decrease of 
21,060/ in the receipts. The gross receipts on the 14 principal railways 
amounted, in the aggregate, on 8,407 miles, to 535,288/, and for the 
corresponding week of 1864, on 8, 158 miles, to 521,253/, showing an 
increase of 254 miles, and an increase of 14,035/.

LIABILITIES.

Other, the necessity of procuring special resources to provide for 
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certain works of the first utility, of which we shall have to treat in 
the after-part of this report, have induced us to regard, as very 
near at hand, the moment when we shall have to realise those 
securities, which, according to custom, will be offered in prefer- 
ence to the shareholders of the company.

If you do not see any casualty figure in this liquidation account, 
it is because the obligation of meeting the unfortunate loss of the 
Hydaspe and Béarn will fall on 1865 only. The wreck of the 
Béarn is quite recent, as to the loss of the Hydaspe, although it 
occurred at the end of 1864, the date of the event is posterior to 
that of which our account for the year always concludes for the 
working of our lines beyond Suez. 

The Hydaspe was on her way to her new port to begin the re- 
gular service for which she was intended between Batavia and 
Singapore; she had on board only a few bales of merchandise 
and no passengers, when a false direction given by the pilot, espe- 
cially charged with indicating her route, drove her on a bank. 
As soon as the disaster was known, four war vessels of the Eng- 
lish and Dutch navies hastened to the spot with a promptitude 
for which we cannot find words to express our gratitude. How- 
ever powerful the aid at hand, it unfortunately proved of no avail. 
Every effort to get the ship afloat was useless, owing to the bad 
weather which supervened two or three days after the accident, 
and when there was good reason to hope that she might be saved. 

The loss of the Béarn in the Brazil line was the first accident 
which interrupted the regularity of a service previously conducted 
with the most complete success. An error of the compasses, caused 
by an extraordinary meteorological perturbation, and the abnor- 
mal action of submarine currents, sufficiently powerful to baffle 
the calculations of one of the oldest'and most experienced naval 
officers who consent to lend us their aid, can alone explain this 
destruction of one of the finest vessels of your fleet. 

We have had to suffer on this occasion one of those misfortunes 
against which the excellence of the vessel and the skill of her 
captain are equally powerless; the energy which succeeded after 
the wreck in saving the lives of all the persons on board the Béarn, 
has made an impression in Brazil which we have good reason to 
hope will efface the memory of this deplorable casualty. The best 
justification of this hope is the confidence with which the Brazilian 
public has continued to honour our company since the wreck. Our 
last two vessels arrived at Bordeaux had on board more passengers 
than on any previous voyage. 

These two lamentable events will dimimish our insurance fund 
by 1,400,000f or 1,500,000f, but it is able to support this charge, 
since it will amount to five millions and some hundred thousands 
of francs when the time for the liquidation shall arrive.

This summary view of the principal articles of your balance 
sheet will give you, gentlemen, a clear idea of the financial situa- 
tion of the Company, as well as of the state of, the different ac- 
counts current, creditors or debtors, the balance of which estab- 
lishes the equilibrium between your ‘expenditure of capital and the 
resources which have served to meet it.

The general work is divided into the regular peaenges which 
you accomplish, either obligatorily or optionally, and other 'pas- 
sages, irregular and independent of the postal service, which you 
are led to undertake, according to the demands of your traffic, on 
all the points where ‘commercial requirements arise for which your 

ordinary navigation does not suffice. 

442,487 leagues have been run in regular voyages. 

The supplementary voyages have determined runs amounting to 
23,095 leagues, which complete the total of 465,522 leagues | for 
the whole year. 

In this navigation, 58 of your steamers have been engaged, 
realising, as in 1863, an average speed of 9} knots, which for a 
general average is rather high. 

Inthe course of the year 1864 we have had to apply, at least 
in part, the modifications of routes Getermined by the ministerial 
decision of 2nd June, 1864, and the convention with the finance 
department of the same date, the bases of which were explained 
in our preceding report. 

Consequently, the regulation line for Italy, giving rise to an 
| annual distance of 30,169. leagues, has ceased to be obligatory since 
the 22nd of July. 

We have nevertheless thought fit to maintain regularly till the 
end of the year the lines served by your steamers on the coasts of 
| Italy. A mixed combination, which substitutes for the two Italian 
lines a single weekly line froin Marseilles to Messina, touching at 
Leghorn, Civita Vecchia, and Naples, has enabled us recently to 
| reduce by one-half the distance of 45,136 leagues occasioned by 
the two lines. 

Thismodifieation, which will produce its effect in the year 
1865, will allow us to continue serving, with the least possible 
| expense, the commercial movement existing between Italy and the 
Levant. 

In the seas beyond Suez we opened in 1864, in pursuance of the 
convention of the 2nd June, the Mauritius line, rendered direct 
and independent of the principal Indo-Chinese line. 

Two voyages, making a total run of 5,063 marine leagues, have 
| been executed. ‘The first departure was from Mauritius on the 
17th of September. 

We had also made preparations to open the Batavia line at the 
| end of 1864, and the first voyage was to have taken place in the 
beginning of 1865, but the loss of the Hydaspe rendered a post- 
ponement inevitable. 

The Colonial Government of Java spontaneously resumed, with 
| one of the steamers of the Royal Navy, the postal service which 
had been suspended in consequence of the announced opening. of 
our line. This friendly determination, which shows the interest 
attached by the great Dutch colony to the working of the French 
postal service, was already in the course of execution before the 
request for aid, which we had addressed to Batavia, could have 
reached the Dutch authorities. 

The Dutch Government, on the request of our Minister at the 

| Hague, had immediately recommended the colony to give a 
favourable reception to our demands, and both at the Hague and 
at Batavia we have had to express the thanks which we now feel 
it our duty publicly to repeat. 
No change has occurred in the obligatory itinerary of our lines 
| in the Atlantic. In the Indo-Chinese seas, your packet boats, 
notwithstanding the accidental obstacles which have impeded their 
progress, have obtained a result which will certainly strike your 
attention. They have, from the very outset, realised conditions 
of regularity equal to those of the great English company which 
| Started twenty years before us. 

With regard to our prospects in these distant waters, this result 
is of some importance, it explains the confidence already displayed 
| towards you by the public, and is a guarantee that our efforts will 
not fail to meet with their reward. 

Section I.—Expenpirure. 
| The expenses of all kinds for the year 1864 amount to 38,131,872f 
53c. They belong to the Indo-Chinese lines as well as to these of

In general, under the influence of the increased price of all 
articles which has taken place during the last three years in all 
the regions visited by our packets, your expenses have followed an 
ascending scale. Notwithstanding the firm resistance which we 
oppose to this tendency, we have to notice its progress beyond 
Suez as well as in the Mediterranean, and this year even in the 
Atlantic Ocean. Higher. rates,for freight, an augmentation of 
the costs of keeping the shipping: in proper condition, owing to 
repairs of unusual importance and. the | extraordinary number of 
boilers that have required changing, an increase of expenses, ag 
well at Marseilles as abroad, arising from the exceptional develop. 
ment of our traffic, sufficiently explain, in the Mediterranean, the 
augmentation we have to record. ; 

We have never attempted to conceal the fact that the expenseg 
of the Indo-Chinese service would’be heavy, especially in the first 
years of a navigation in some sort extemporised and kept up at 
so great a distance with means .unavoidably inadequate. The 
event has confirmed this impression, though . our estimates haye 
not been exceeded to any great extent.. Our first duty was to 
satisfy that portion of the public whose goodwill we are bound to 
conciliate. We have spared no effort to attain this end, and it 
is from experience only, from the more complete knowledge of the 
difficulties with which we have to struggle, from the. progressive 
formation of. a staff trained to economical management on board, 
as well as from the completion of the establishments for re 
which we have had to create in the principal ports beyond Suez, 
that we can hope to attain a reduction of the expenditure at 
present entailed by this great undertaking. These ameliorations 
are the object of our incessant solicitude. We have good reason 
to believe that our efforts will not be in vain, and what encourages 
us to persevere is the prospect of the advantageous traffic offered 
in exchange for these sacrifices by the new lines, the working of 
which is now for the first time submitted to your notice. 


Section I].—Trarric. 

Considered as a whole the progress of. our traffic continues 
satisfactory. For the last three years it has constantly increased, 
especially in the Mediterranean. In 1863 the progress in the con- 
veyance of merchandise was accompanied by a diminution in 
the number of passengers. In 1864 the freight has increased, 
and at the same time the circulation of .passengers has acquired 
such activity’as to almost compensate for the loss experienced in 
1863.. On the Italian lines alone the number of passengers and 
receipts from them have followed the downward tendency, which 
they so strongly manifested during the preceding year. 

Another characteristic feature of your traffic is, that every year | 
a smaller portion of it proceeds from the Government. "These 
transports, which during the first years of your enterprise 
gave considerable freights to our vessels, have become of minor 
importance; they do not at present represent 4 per cent. of your re- 
ceipts. 

We know that the state does not apply to others for the aid 
which it formerly — from us on a large scale. Most of the 
transports for the Government, especially of stores, are made by 
the vessels of the Imperial navy. But the results established, 
after the late wars, justify the conclusion that the keeping of a 
special fleet of transports is attended with expenses so heavy that, 
all things considered, the Government will find it cheaper to have 
recourse hereafter to a co-operation which has proved its utility, | 
and has never been burdensome. If we dwell upon this point, 
it is not because our steamers have been short of freights, for it 
is a double law of the progress of commercial transport by steam, 
that as the quantities carried increase, the freight always falls, and 
on most of your lines you have been obliged to touch at more 
ports to conciliate these two necessities of commerce. But we 
have been desirous to again show that we do not lose sight of the 
duty of being ready to respond, as far as our means admit, to 
the requirements of the public service, whenever the Government 
may be disposed to employ us.

We will not attempt to establish a comparison of, our total 
traffic this year with that of 1863, since the latter did not include 
the Indo-Chinese lines; but we will compare, as we usually do, 
the results obtained in each of the great divisions of our service. 

MEDITERRANEAN AND. BLACK SEA. 

On the whole. of these lines, 1864 has realised, as compared 
with the preceding year, an increase on the receipts from pas 
sengers of 8°38 per cent., and on the freight of merchandise 16- 62 
per cent. 

The proceeds from merchandise represent’ 60 per cent. of the 
total. 

A great proportion of the improvement in the receipts for 
merchandise has been owing, it must be-acknowledged, to the 
extraordinary development given to the. cultivation and exporta- 
tion of cotton in, the countries bordering on. the Mediterranean, 








which developments, the rebound ‘of the events accomplished in 
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Ameri arrested b ucing, in the principal markets of 
—. crisis of W ee aan yet accurately calculate 
the consequences. We can hardly expect that our traffic will 
altogether escape the influence of this evolution; but we may 
that the constant progress exhibited by the exports of France 
ii not be arrested, but will compensate for the possible falling 
off in the importation of cotton. 
Your operations continue, moreover, to present an encouraging 
t in the Atlantic and the Indo-Chinese waters, of which we 
have still to speak, and here we see one of the happy consequences 
of the variet; and elasticity of your organisation, that we may 
always in so large a whole expect that one branch or other of your 
services will make amends for any temporary check that may be 
experienced in any particular quarter. 
ATLANTIC OCEAN. 
Your lines to Brazil and La Plata have never ceased from the 
very first to manifest improvement, slow but continuous. 


For some time past there has been little scope for an increase of 
receipts from passengers, the favour of the public having from the 
very first secured for your steamers a connection which usually 
fills them in the favourable seasons. However, in 1864, there has 
been a slight augmentation in this chapter, but the improvement 
most interesting, as it adds 5} per cent. to the previous returns of 
these lines, is that exhibited in the conveyance of goods. 

In this direction, as we have already said more than once, con- 
siderable progress is still possible, and all our efforts shall tend to 


realise it. 
Inpo-CHINESE SEAS. 

We can only compare the returns of the year 1864 for the Indo- 
Chinese lines with those given by a provisional working, and even 
then we must leave out of the question the results of the first 

on the Mauritius line, opened only in the last months of 

1864. However, gentlemen, you will perhaps take an interest in 

learning what inferences may be drawn from this imperfect com- 
n. 

As compared with 1863 the whole proceeds of 1864 present an 
increase of 26.79 per cent. ‘The number of passengers has increased 
18 per cent. 

The movement of merchandise has shown only a slight increase, 
but the improvement is continuous, and we think it likely to 


Two reasons justify this confidence. 

The crisis in the silk trade which has constantly prevailed since 
the opening of our lines seems to be passing away. 

The revival of trade cannot fail to prove favourable to us. ‘The 

portional share which has hitherto fallen to us in the very 
imited exports of silk from China, the confidence with which the 
specie sent from Europe has been entrusted to our steamers— 
everything indeed announces that when Japan and China shall 
again begin tojlargely supply the silk markets of Europe, you will 
have in that lucrative freight as important a share as you have 
received in the conveyance of specie. 

On the other hand, your passenger connection is constantly in- 
creasing. It belongs to all the nations which represent Europe in 
the far East, and if already, on several occasions, all the berths 
on board your ships have been occupied when leaving Asiatic ports 
for Europe, you still have a margin to meet the demand of pas- 
sengers, especially those who are proceeding from Europe to the 
ports of India and China. 


Of the Mauritius line, on which two voyages only were made in 
1864, we cannot speak until a longer experience shall have enabled 
us to verify the accuracy of our first impressions. 


The results already obtained do not justify any very sanguine 
hopes. If the returns this line may give, added to the subvention 
from the State, should suffice to cover the expenses, the arrange- 
ment concluded with the Government on the 2nd June, 1864, 
would be justified in our estimation. In fact, the line of Reunion 
and Mauritius must have always been a burden on our enterprise, 
but a burden from which we could not shrink, since the interest 
which the Government had to establish with our colony of 
Reunion a special communication, was one of the determining 
reasons of the financial co-operation which it lent to our lines 
beyond Suez. 


Being rendered direct and independent of the line from 
Suez to Hong Kong, the Mauritius line offers us the advantage of 
freeing the working of the great line from the embarrassment and 
certain loss which the necessity of the packets waiting for each 
other at Aden would inevitably have entailed. It also brings to 
Suez, where you have already organised workshops, the steamers 
which you would otherwise have been obliged to repair imperfectly 
and at great expense at Mauritius, if the line had remained a 
branch one. On the lines of the Indian Ocean, as well as in the 
Mediterranean and the Atlantic, we have to compete with 
humerous rival companies, most of them belonging to foreign 
nations. We are happy to be able to state, this year as on pre- 
ceding occasions, that we are on the most friendly terms with all 
these companies. We must especially mention, in this respect, 
the Peninsular and Oriental Company and the Royal Mail 
Company.

Cuapter II. 

In the first part of this Report we have treated of what has 
been done during the year 1864, to prepare at Suez and Saigon the 
completion of the installations necessary for the execution of our 
Indo-Chinese services. These installations will soon be terminated, 
and the full working of the lines will itself be assured when we 
shall have opened the lines to Batavia and Japan, and, on the 
other hand, when we shall have been able to bring back from 
Hong Kong to Saigon the extreme point of the principal Indo- | 
Chinese line and the head of the China and Japan lines. 

We hope to be able to open the Batavia line before the end of 
the current year. 

We were authorised to defer till the 1st of January, 1866, the 
opening of the branch from Shanghai to Yokohama ; but, respond- 
ing to the appeal of the Government and to the wishes of com- 
merce, we have concerted with the Finance Department to antici- 
pate. 

The Dupleiz, of 280 h. p., left Marseilles on the 25th of April 
for Yokohama, and there is every reason to hope that the- 
departure from Japan in correspondence with the line of China 
and Egypt will take place in August or September next. 

We now come to the question of Saigon, as the head of our 
lines. The details into which we entered when treating of the 
balance sheet to explain the building works in p at Saigon 
have enabled you to judge of the importance we must henceforth 
attach to the making of that port the centre of activity of our 
lines in the far East. But this solution does not depend on our 
Company. Independently of the workshops for repairs and the 
whole installation now being completed by our care at Saigon, a 
port, to be the head of lines, must have a careening dock for the 
periodical examination and cleaning of ships’ bottoms. 

As far back as 1861 the Marine Department engaged to make 
for the general requirement of the public service a dock, which: 
should be able to receive our steamers. 

The execution of this work, hindered by obstacles of all kinds, 
is not yet —— We will not omit this opportunity of re- 
minding the Minister of Marine and Colonies, also the Gover- 
nor of Cochin-China, how deeply the public service and our own 
are interested in the speedy accomplishment of the programme of 
1861. While rendering homage to the kindness with which our 
suggestions are always received, we venture to express the wish 
that the year 1865 will not elapse without witnessing the solution 
of this important question. 

It is to be presumed that in the course of 1865 the completion 
of the jetty now building to form the roadstead of Dakar, will 
enable us to accede to the wish of the Minister of Marine, by sub- 
stituting that port for St Vincent, as a place for our Brazil 
steamers to touch at. 

We have long been preparing for this eventuality, which will 
necessitate a modification of our obligatory itinerary. It will 
oblige us to provide at Dakar, which is still a poor village on the 
coast of Africa, proper lodgings for our agents, enclosures, and a 
complete set of boats, so that the operations of the steamers may 
be executed as rapidly as possible. ‘These works are at the present 
moment being studied on the spot by one of our inspectors. They 
will be commenced in the course of the present year, and com- 
pleted with all possible expedition. 

At the end of 1865, gentlemen, your navigation will embrace a 
normal length of above 450,000 nautical leagues, and if we take 
into account the efforts we may be called on to make in order to 
satisfy the requirements of our commercial working, it will very 
nearly reach 500,000 leagues in the year. 

Such an extensive navigation evidently imposes immense exer 
tions on our fleet. It is adequate to the task, and without unduly 
increasing the number of vessels in active service; we are 
cially bound to make the best possible use of our shipping. e 
endeavour to do this either by increasing the proportion of ton- 
nage with regard to the propelling power, or by increasing the 
average distance annually run by vessel. such utilisa 
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tion can only be obtained by having the engines kept in good , 
condition as well as well nade, and experience has demonstrated | 


that it is most advantageous to have engines inspected as often as 


possible by the engineer who directs our works, and who is fully | 
competent to give the repairs the most effective and economical |
